And if it doth appear, (as 'tis 
preſum'd_ it will thro' the whole Deſign) that 
the former brings its own Reward; and that 
the latter is the Foundation of a long Train of 
Hl, and the Bane of our Healths, Eſtates and 
Reputation: *Tis hop'd theſe Conſiderations will 
prevail with the Diſciples of theſe two diame- 
trical Contraricttes, alternately to dreſs them- 
ſelves at this Glaſs : and that they, that have 
ſquar?d their Lives and Actions by the ſtrict- 
eſt Rules of Sobriety, Integrity and Induſtry, 
(IE the Beauties and Graces that adorn 
irtue) may be ſo far enameurd with her 
moſt exquiſite Perfect iont, as never to depart 
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ſrom ber unerring Paths; and they that have 
long wore vicious Habits, (eſpecialhj thoſe that 
round the Sphere of Low-Life, for whoſe good 
this Neat War more immediately compil'd) 


© ſeeing their own horrid Imperſections and miſ- 


ſapen Defetts, may ſet about reforming their 
Lives and Converſations ; and if they adjuſt 
but one diſorder d Curl, or clap a Patch on the 
leaſt of their Deformities, their Time will be 
well ſpent, and the Author more than recom- 
penc d. 


This Piece was undertaken without any 
View or defign to flatter, or diſpleaſe any Par- 
ty or Set of Men whatever; the Author hawv- 
ing no Prejudice or publick Reſentment againſt 
any Society of Men, nor private Pique againſt 
any Individual, that could move him to this Pub- 
lication ; and he thinks it proper to acquaint the 
Reader, that this Undertaking was at firſt 
deſignd for his own private Amuſement, 
and fince made Publick, at the Requeſi of 
Friends. gs 


And further tis to be underſtood, that when 
any of the Characters ſhall appear, and act 
their Parts in the Rags of Vice; tit not meant, 
that all of that Fraternity are of a Piece, but 
that they are promiſcuouſly made up of good and 
bad Men. 979 
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Care is taken, that the Perſons repreſented, uſe 
a Dialect ſuitable to the Parts they act: And 
if it be objefted, that People, of low Fortunes, 
have not that Notion of Things, nor can they 
ſpeak to that Advantage, as ſome of them are 
Hind to do, in the enſuing Treatiſe. I Anſwer, 
that many Men well deſcended, after having 
the Benefit of a good Education, of which 
none can rob *em, have, thro' the Misfortunes of 
their Parents, ill Accidents, or their own Vices, 
been reduc'd to a very low Ebb of Adverſity; 
and as a BY bottom'd Wigg does not always 
cover a multitude of Brains; neither is a linen, 
or a worſted greaſy Cap, the certain Signal 
of a Fool's Pate. 


It may be objected too, that this Treatiſe is 
20t compild with that Serionſneſs, as the Nature 
of the thing ſeems to require ; and that it might 
be wiſh'd, this Piece had been the Tusk of ſome 
graver Pen; by reading of which, the Re- 
formation intended, wou d, in all probability, 
be ſooner effected. Io which I ſhall make this 
ſhort Anſwer, that ſerious Books, (the more 
0 be lamented) were neuer leſs read, than

not deny him the uſe of his own Glaſs, in order 
to wipe off thoſe Spots, that have ſtain'd his

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Pl ADAM TRADE, a well deſcended 
| Bal Gentlewoman, and an ancient Inhabi- 
| tant of Great-Britain; having made 
E the Metropolis of this Kingdom her 
ultial Reſidence, for many Ages paſt; in this de- 
generate one of ours, has been aſſaulted, and bar- 
barouſly wounded, in Exchange-Alley; by a Junto, 
whole Crimes (not to be parallel'd in Hiſtory) will 
farce be believ'd by Poſterity. The inhuman 
Treatment of this good Lady (whoſe Deſigns were 
calculated for the good of the Nation) fo ncarly 
affected Mo THER-ART ; that fearing the reco- 
very of ſo dear a Relation, (to whom ſhe, and 
her Children, were much beholden for Support 
and Maiatainance) the {ell into a deep Conſumption : 
"Tis true, the good old Matron has had but an 
indifferent ſhare of Health for many Years paſt, 
being atflicted with a violent Aſthma; yet, had 
me Interyals of Reſt and Eaſe; but her Malady 
| . | incrcaſing, 
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Increaſing, (not to be cur'd by all the never fail- 
ing reſtorative Cordials, publiſh'd in our News- 
Papers) preſag'd an approaching Diffolation. The 
Thoughts of which prevail'd with her to do 
thole things, which all wiſe People chuſe to do, wiz. 
to ſet their Houſes in order ere they dye. So 
calling for her Children, who upon Notice of her 
Indiſpoſition came, to whom, in a very pathetick 
Oration, ſhe ſpake as follows. 


My dear Children, 
e I'M glad to ſee you, tho' in my lateſt Mo- 

I © ments, when, Lime, officious Time, walts 
with impatience to ſhake the lateſt Sand thro' 
his unerring Glaſs: And, tho' an unkind World 
has left me nothing to beſtow on you, but my 
Bleſſing, (and that, I preſume, you wou'd have 
been robb'd of, had there been a knavith Fund 
to improve it by;) yet I doubt not, you will 
take in good Part the good Wiſhes, and ſick-bed 
Inſtructions of your aged Parent. Children, with 
Concern I ſpeak it, I leave you to ſtruggle 
w th inſuperable Difficulties: For, ſure I am, 
that the heavieſt Curſe, that c'er viſited the 
laps d Progeny of erring Adam, is Poverty 
inſupportable made heavier ſtill, that, Man to 
Man ſhou'd be the deteſted Engine, lifted up on 
high, only to fall with greater Force, and 
craſh beneath exceſſive Weight and Power, 
the Orphan, Widow, and the working Poor. 
Both you, and I, have drank deep of this bit- 
ter Cup; and our Family has ſuffer'd as great 
a Variety of Changes, as any recorded in the 
Annals of Time; yet, I do affirm, that no So- 
ciety of Men have been more uſeful and be- 
" nekicial to the World, than the Sons of ART. 
I dare appeal ta common Obſervation, that who- 
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erer has read the Hiſtory of preceding Ages, 
will agree, that whenever a Kingdom or State 
became conſiderable at Home, or formidable 
Abroad; twas (with Submiſſion to my Superi- 
ors) in a great meaſure owing to the Encourage- 
ment given to the Artizans, whoſe Buſineſs is 
to ſtudy (ſcorn'd as they are) the Improvement 
of National- Mlanufactures; on which depends 
Trade, the Riches and Strength of a Kingdom 
or Commonwealth. 

I have call'd you together, in order to give 
you ſome Inftructions, in relation to your future 
Conduct; and to make uſe of my maternal Au- 
thority, in reproving thoſe Vices, you ſtand in- 
dicted of: The Charge is heavy, and the Evi- 
dences ſtand ready to prove you guilty, even 
beyond Contradiction: But ere I enter upon 
this Task; tis whiſper'd in my Ear, that the 
Worid expects from me an Hiſtorical Account 
of my Birth and Parentage; but the Time, and 
my preſent State of Health, not permitting me 
to be ſo particular as a Narrative of this na- 
ture ſeems to require; I ſhall therefore content 
my ſelf, with giving the World and you a ſhort 
Account of my ſelf and Family; which take 
as follows : 
© Know then, that T am Time's ſecond Daugh- 
ter, born in Paleſtine, where I ſojourn'd many 
Years, inſtructing the Infant World in Agricul- 
ture, and other uſeful Arts, nereffary for them 
to learn, and after Ages to improve. This is 
all I ſhall ay at preſent, either to ſatisfie the 
World's Expettation, or your Curioſity.

prophane Hiſtory, declare their Skill and Ca- 
pacity in the Variety of Deſigns they have been 
employ'd in: They, in an carly Age of the World, 
were found to be Men very expert in the uſe of 
the Ax, Mallet, Chizzel and other Utenſils, re- 
quiſite to the finiſhing z the Patriarch's floating Ar k, 
in which the old World was preſerv'd. Again, 
you find em very buſie, when proud Nimrod 
(poſſeſsd with a fear of a ſecond Deluge) ſum- 
mend the Gentlemen of the Trowel, to lay a 
Baſis for an aſpiring Superſtrutture, which God 
was pleas' d to confound. View 'em once more 
in the Building of S9lomoz's Temple, where the 
Skill of the Artiſts was demonſtrated, in Car- 
ving, adorning and making the Ornaments there- 
of. Hiſtory furniſhes us wich many ſurpriſing 
Performances of your Predeceſſors; among thole 
I have ſeen, none pleas'd me better, than the 
once fam'd Rhodian Coloſſus, and the preſent 
Egyptian Pyramids : Monuments of Fame, and 
ſerve to eternize the Memory of your Anceſtors 
to late Poſterity. I will not boaſt what my 
Children have done at Atbens or Rome, the 
quondam Miſtreſſes of the World; nor nced I 
ſet to your View the maſterly Strokes of Ra- 
phael, or Michael- Angels; having had Children 
in all Ages, skillful in thoſe Arts they have made 
Profeſſion of. 

© As I have given you a very ſhort Account of 
my Birth and Parentage ; together with a 
Sketch of the Performances of your Anceſtors : 
So, I ſhall fay very little in relation to my Tra- 
vels; tho, I muſt confeſs, I have dwelt altcr- 


natively in molt Empircs, Kingdoms, States, 
: © Provinses 
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Provinces and Cities in the habitable Worl?: 

I am not wonderfully acquainted in Rzfſia : I 

ſent ſome of my Children thither, who are not 

ſo well us'd as they deſerve, or I cou'd wiſh. 

In America, I am almoſt a Stranger; but, as 

Countries, and Cities have their Originals, their 

Revolutions and certain Periods affign'd them by 

Providence, fo, none can determine, whether 

this, or any other remote Countries ſhall rival 

Europe in Trade. This Secret is lodg'd in the 

Womb of Futurity, which Time alone muſt 

unravel, at preſent very improbable. But to 

return. I liv'd many Ages in the Grecian 

Empire, where your Anceſtors long flouriſh'd; 

many of whom were deftroy'd, and others 

baniſh'd, (by Tyranny and Oppreſſion) who were 

forc'd to take refuge in other Countries; ſo that 

now the Remains of 'em are not to be ſeen in that 

vaſt Empire, thro' which I have travel'd, and 

with Griei have view'd that almoſt depopulated 

Country, once fam'd for Arts and Arms. — I 

and my Children have been many Years Subjects 

to the Great Mogul; having liv'd long at Cho- 

zim, {ſpahan, and other conſiderable Cities in 

Perfia : The Inhabitants whereof, by the Fer- 

tility of their Soil, have many Advantages of 
my European Children, whereby they are enabl'd 
to import into Chriſtendom their Manufactures, 
to the Ruin of Thouſands of Families, in many 
Kingdoms thereof ; of which this, of late Yea 18, 
is a remarkable Inſtance. 

I have been many Ages in Europe; have tra- 
verd thro' Italr, from whence I, o'er the rugged 

Alps, went into France From thence I took a 
Tour into Germany; where after living ſome 


time, I paſs'd thro' Belgia, into Now the uni- 


ted Pro / inces; from whence 1 ſaid into Creat- 
* Britain, 
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© Britain, of which Kingdom I am an ancient 
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Inhabitant; coming in with Julius Cæſar. On 
my Arrival here, I found this Country a meer 
Chaos, and took great Pains to refine the Man- 
ners of its rude Inhabitants; who are now 
(without Vanity I ſpeak it) as polite a People, 
as any in the Univerſe. 

© Thus have I given you a very ſhort Account 
of my ſelf, from my Birth to my ſettling in 
this Country : Now, however delpicable you 
may ſeem to ſome, or -brow-beaten and call'd 
Leggars-Brats by others, who perhaps can't de- 
rive their Pedigree from fo ancient an Original; 


and yet, do loudly boaſt of ſome Enfign fo 


Honour, that adorns their Creſts, and tell you” 
that their Anceſtors came in with JI Alam the 
Conqueror: Yet, be not diſcourag'd, for ſome of 
thole ancient mighty Men, they keep ſuch a 
Pother about, may (ſor ought they know) be 
inferiour to Serj jeant Rule, in The Necruiting- 
Ofjicer. So little do they know cf the Founders 
of their Families, or the Actions of thoſe 
Hero's they fo much boaſt of, 

© I don't mention this, to countenance your 
Impertinence to your Superiors, (a Cuſtom you 
have been too much addicted to) no, far be it 
from me. Providence has plac'd you in a mean 
Station, and armen. all your Actions; and 
cannot with pleaſure behold thoſe Affronts you 
have too often put upon Perſons in Authority: 
if at any time you happen to labour under any 
Inconvenience in your reſpective Callings. Lo 
you belicve, Children, chat noily Clamours, 
and tumultuous Mobs become 7 Characters ? 
Or, that you can bug-bear the World, to 
comply with (ſometimes) your unr ee e De- 
mands? Whatever you may think of theſc 


things, 
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things, I cannot tell, but do affure you, I 
cannot, will not approve your Conduct, when 
it exceeds the Bounds of Reaſon, Loyal- 
ty, or good Manners, or treſpaſſes on the Laws 
ot your Country. I allow, your Grievances 
may be very juſt; but then, the only Way to 
have em redreited, is by an humble and peace- 
able Application to the legiſlative Power, who 
always were, and ever will be ready to lend an 
Far to the jaſt Complaints of the induſtrious 
Poor: Witnels the Statutes made in the Reigns 
of. our preceding Kings, together with thoſe 
late Acts paſt in favour of our Home Manu- 
fattures; all which prohibit the Importation of 
foreign wrought Goods, interfering with thoſe 
of our own. A plain Indication of the wile 
Care taken by our Legiſlators, for the Encour- 
agement of Trade. | 

© I own, that the Trouble in ſeizing, and the 
Charge in condemning Contraband Goods, is 
very great, and attended with many Incon- 
veniences ; but then, thoſe Acts (by an hum- 
ble Application to Parliament) might be amend- 
ded ; and ſuch Clauſes added, for the Encour- 
agement of the Officers, or others, in detecting 
ſuch Goods, as wou'd make it ealiie and uſeful 
to the fair Dealer, prevent Smugling , and that 
Running of Goods ſo much practis d, to the 
Prejudice of Trade in general: Thanks to our 
Law-givers for theſe invaluable Privileges. And 
if you labour under any Tnconvenience, in your 
reſpective Callings, and if the preſent Run of 
foreign manufattur'd Commodities too nearly 
affect your Intereſt (as I'm afraid they do); if 
then you don't lay claim to your Privilege, by 
putting thoſe Laws in Execution, provided for 


your Good; ard if the Laws already made are 
* deficient, 
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© deficient, you do not endeavour to get that de- 
© ficiency ſupply d, by having thoſe Acts amended, 
© and ſich Clauſes inferted in your favour, as a 
© diſcerning Parliament ſhall judge, to conduce 
© to your ſeveral Intereſts and a general Good; 
* why then, I ſay, if you neglect or forget your 
© Intereſt, you deſervedly ſuffer. 

© Were it not for theſe Ads of Parliament; 
© what wou'd become of the Free-born Subjects 
© of this Kingdom? Where the People are ſo 
© capricious and fooliſhly fond of foreign Per- 
© formances; that the Retailers of many com- 
© mendable Wares, manufactur'd here, and, in- 
* feriour, for Uſe or Beauty, to none in Europe; 
© yet, are not vendible, till they firſt receive a 
foreign Denomination. And too true it is, 
© thata French man, or a German, ſhall be admir'd 
in this Country, for his Dexterity ; when an 
© Engliſhman ſhall be flighted; who (tis pol- 
* fible) performs to greater Advantage. I well 
© remember, in a late Reign, when Hundreds of 
© Strangers came here for God's ſake, and Thou- 
© fands for their own: Yet they were ſo carels'd 
and admir'd by the Town, that an Enzliſbman, 
for want of a ſmattering of a foreign Longue, 
© was oblig'd to court a Frenchman to patronize 
uis Performances; who thereby not only got 
enough to fatisfie the Foreigner for his Trouble, 
for ſelling the Goods, but more Profit for him- 
ſelf, than, when he offer'd his Goods to Sale at 
© his own moderate Price. So that you ſee, the 
Opinion lyes in the Perſon, more than in the 
© Performance: Nay foreign Performances have 
gain'd the Aſcendant here, even in our Recrea- 
tions; with which the People of this Age 
are fo intoxicated, as, to prefer the ſhrill Notes 
of a caſtrated Italian, to the more ſublime 
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Wit, Morality, or Humour of an immortal Eng- 


liſh SHAKESPEAR. Such Admirers are they of 


foreign mimical Buffocns; that was Madam's 
Monkey, or my Lady's Lap-Dog to learn to 
dance; they muſt have an Talian Fiddler; 
and a French Dancing-Maſter to inftru&t em. 

<« don't urge this, to make any difference be- 
twixt you and Foreigners; you being too apt 
to quarrel with Strangers of your own Accord ; 
but rather to obſerve to you, how whimſical 
the People of this Country are; but this doth 
not excuſe your want of good Manners towards 
them: For tho* you have learn'd, and improv'd 
by 'em; and let me add, excel many of them; 
yet I'm not fond of hearing you making em the 
Subject of your Ridicule; Reflecting on the 
Poverty of theirCountry; Upbraiding the French 
with wearing Wooden-Shoes : Whilſt many of 
you, as well as your Wives and Children, go al- 
moſt Bare- foot: And I'm ſure Wooden-Shoes 
are better than no Shoes at all. Again, you 
fall foul of the Dutchman, and envy him his 
Nipperkin of Frexch-Braudy, or Royal-Ginn : 
And are very angry that you can't get drunk 
at as eaſie a Rate, as Mynbeer-Yander-Guzzel, 
(as you call him) doth; attronting him farther, 
with ſtuffing his Guts with Grout, whilſt many 
of you tell the Trees in Moorfi21ds for Break- 
faſt, and have as little for Dinner, as thoſe, 
that us'd to pay a Viſit to the Shrine of the 
hoſpitable Duke Humphry. 

e Tf the Land you live in flows with Milk 
and Honey which induces Strangers to come 
and dwell with you; and if by frugal Manage- 
ment of what they induſtrioufly get, you fut- 


<* fer them to gain the ſtart of you; blame not 
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to which the Difference is too often chiefly ow- 
ing. Conlider, they are my Children as well 
as you, theretore, let brotherly love continue. 
"I is not in the Power of Foreigners to invade 
your Charter Privileges; and, if any Society 
among you ſuiter for want of one, endeavour 
to get one, which when poſſeſs'd of, it not 
corrupted, or abus'd, but rightly manag'd, will 
undoubtedly remove many Inconveniences you 
labour under, with reſpect to Foreigners. 
Foreigners gain the ſtart of you, by inuring 
themſelves to live cheaper and harder, con- 
tenting themſelves with a more ſparing Diet, 
and Jeſs expenſive Way of living; whereby 
many of em in a few Years have been enabl'd 
to ſet up their Jrades; and ſome, from ſmall 
Beginnings have acquir'd good Eftates. Tf we 
ſurvey the Silken-Mamifacture throughout the 
Kingdom, we ſhall find the Maſters, for the 
moſt part, are Foreigners: Such Men as I have 
been juſt now deſcribing , whoſe Frugality, and 
good Management has ſet them above the 
level of ſo many of your own Country-men; 
tho' theſe Men are Foreigners, copy after 
their good Examples; and ſuffer not your 
native Vices to fling you at too great a Diſtance 
from thoſe imitable Attainments they are 
poſſeſs'd of, and you (too many of you) ſeem 
to want. 

* That you Iabour under Diſadvantages with 
reſpe& to Foreigners, is undeniably true: In that 
the Artificers of other Countries work cheaper, 
build Ships for leſs money, and pay Sailors 
lels Wages ; by which they under-ſell you at 


foreign Markets; and import their Manufactures 


into this Kingdom to the great Detriment of rhe 
Nation in general. A Remedy for which J can- 
not 
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cc not ſee, unleſs the Produce of this Nation was 
c reduc'd to the Standard of that of other Coun- 
ce tries, which cannot be expected 

64 I have bur little more to obſerve to you; but 
that you love one another; fear God, and hon- 
« our the King; live quietly with your Neigh- 
« bours: Avoid Tumults and Riots, on any 
& Pretence whatever; a Practice you have been 
* too much addicted to, whereby you have often 
put the Inhabitants of the Tower-/Jamlets to 
* great Charge, obliging them to raiſe their mi- 
© litary Force, to ſuppreſs noiſy Mobs and tu- 
* multuous Riots 

Theſe Words ſtung Mr. SHhuttlewell the Wea- 
ver; who ſtanding up, ask'd Pardon for his un- 
ſeaſonable Interruption z and addreſſing himſelf 
to Mother ART, ſaid, Dear Mother, (as I 
ce take it) your Caution is levePd at our Frater- 
« nity: I freely agree with you, that the work- 
« ing Poor of this Kingdom are much indebted 
ce to their Legiſlators; and J as freely own that 
© no Society, or Body of Men amongſt us, have had 
« more Obligations heap'd on them (by thoſe 
“ auguſt Aſſemblies) than ours. Witnels thoſe 
« many Acts paſs'd in our Favour. A convincing 
4 Proof of their Concern for our Good, and de- 
« ſerves a grateful Acknowledgment! But I 
ce beg of you, Mother, that you will not con- 
« demn all for the ſake of a few, compar'd to 
* the whole; and thoſe, the Refuſe amongſt us, 
« hilſt I, and many more of our Calling, have 
« ſhewn a Diſlike to ſuch popular Proceedings, 
© by bearing Arms, in order to ſuppreis ſuch 
« Riots. Often have we been rang'd in Batta- 
« lia; our three firſt Files cloath'd in anti- 
“ quated Buff, clean Linen, white Spatterdaſhes, 
* edgd Hats, with cell WO And toraſmucl: 
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as ſome of us were of a Gigantick, others 


of a Pigmie-Size ; therefore that our Swords 


might bear ſome Reſemblance to our Per- 


ſons; be it known to all Men by theſe 


Preſents, that they were ſome of 'em longer, 
ſome ſhorter, with this Difference only, the 
ſhorteſt Men had generally the longeſt 
Swords; which tho' ſome of em almoſt, and 
others altogether reacht the Ground, yet did 
we trail them after us moſt magnificently. 
Theſe true Toledo's, ,tho* well metall'd and 


mounted, yet were they obſtinately ſtiff, in 


adhering to their cloſe Quarters, ſome of which 
would ſtand three pulls ere you cou'd oblige 
em to quit their Scabbards, from whence being 
releas'd, bleſs me!

tu'd and puſh'd, ſome into Cellars, others into 
Garrets, till the ungovernable Mob has been 
entirely diſpers'd : Then hobling home on our 
founder'd Pedeſtals, to the great Joy of our ex- 


pecting Spouſes, whom we aſtoniſh'd, with re- 
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%lating the Fatigues of the March; concluding 
© the Evening with. loud Huzza's, and drinking 
© Healths, till getting Bouzy; then ſtaggering into 
© Bed, have fall'n to get as hardy a race of Mor- 
© tals, as ei er beat the French at Agin-Court, Hocſtet, 
© or Ramallies. 

« Well, Child, (reply'd Mother AzxT) J hope 
e thoſe amongſt you, that have been ſo unhappy 
© as to be miſled by miſtaken Notions, will make 
« Attonement for their paſt Follies, by a dutiful 
4 Behaviour for the future to the belt of Govern- 
« ments. 

« And now my dear Children, as I have given 
« the World and you an Account of my Birth, 
6 Parentage and Travels; fo I will and require, 
« that you relate your ſeveral Caſes and Circum- 
ce ſtances of Life Impartully ; that I may know 
« how you have improv'd, or miſpent your Time; 
© all which ſhall be committed to the Preſs, for 
te tke good of late Poſterity; that they may copy 
« after your good Examples, and ſo be happy, 
« inavoiding thoſe Miſtakes, which have plung'd 
* too many of you into the fathomleſs Ocean of 
« Mzſery, Poverty and Diſgrace. Thoſe that have 
little to ſay, whoſe Caſe is not material with reſ- 
e pett to the publick Good, ſhall be diſmiſs'd with 
« my Bleſſing. Then calling for her Daughter 
Diligence, ſhe directed her to take down in 
Short-Hand their ſeveral Caſes, which are as 
follow: 

The firſt that addreſs'd themſelves to Mother 
ART, was a Limner and a Stone-Carver, whoſe 
mean Habits, and meaner Aſpetts, betray'd their 
unhappy Circumſtances: The former of which, 
in very obliging Terms, condol'd her preſent In- 


diſpoſition; complaining of his being fall'n into 
the very Dregs of Time.“ Mother, continu'd he, 
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tho' I have had the Honour to pourtray many 
Perfons of Diſtinction, and have draw'd after 
many good Originals; and tho', without Oſten- 
tation I ſpeak it, my Performances have not 
been condemn'd by any of our Modern Maſters : 
Yet, ſo great a Degeneracy is there in our 
Quality and Gentry, that J lie neglected, and 
am dwindl'd beneath the Character of a Poet! 
Among others of my Performances, I ſhall 
crave leave to mention rwo, on which I took 
ſome Pams to expreſs the Paſſion of the Mind; 
the firſt was a Courtier, whoſe Levee crowded 
with vaſt Numbers of younger Brothers, Bro- 
ken Shopkeepers, and other ſupplicating Depen- 
dants; petitioning for places of Truſt and Pro- 
fit; on the upper end of the Hall, fate the 
popular Idol, in an Elbow-Chair, with one Hand 
on his Breaſt, and the other ſtretch'd o'er the 
expecting Crowd, ſeeming to promiſe all they 
could ask, but withal bending forward, as þſt- 
ning to his Secretary, who was ſtanding at his 
Desk at his left Hand, pleading the Merits and 
Capacitics of the Petitioners. Among the 
Crowd was plac'd the under Clerk, who ſeem' d 
to whiſper in ſome of their Ears, pointing to the 
Secretary, whilſt others, as if anticipating the 


Hint, were pulling him by the Slieve with one 


Hand, and with the other offering Gold. 
Behind all the Company ſtood an abject Wretch, 
who had nothing to recommend him to theEſteem 
of his Excellency, but a Liſt of the Services 
he had perform'd, during the two laſt Wars; 
having fignaliz'd himſelf in many Sieges and 
pitch'd Battles, againſt the common Enemy, 
thinking thereby to gain ſome military Employ. 
Next to him ſtood a Buffoon, who with one 
Hand on the poor Fellow's Head, (as if feeling 
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(47 
or ſuſpecting a ſoft Place) with the other point - 
© ing to the Summit of the Hall, where was the 
Repreſentation of Mars unharneſs'd, fall'n aſleep 
on his Shield, his Spear and Truncheon broke, 
* his Helmet ruſty, and on his Sword an Iron 
© Padlock. At a ſmall Diſtance from the fleeping 
God, were pourtray'd Spades, Pickaxes, and o- 

*. ther Emblems of Slavery. 
© The other Piece was two Lovers ſighing at 
© the Feet of their Miſtreſſes; and with expanded 
* Hands, and up-lift Eyes, ſeeming ſolemnly to 
c proteſt what they never meant to perform. 


Roth theſe Pieces done at Paris, ſome Years 


cc 
cc 
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ago, and at the Requeſt of ſome Friends, J have 
ſent for 'em over, meerly to ſatisfy their Cu- 
riofity. I ſhall trouble you no farther, fave, that 
ce the South-Sea Affair having ſour'd the Com- 
ce plexions of ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction, whom 
« I had the honour to draw; my Performances 
are cenſur'd and condemn'd, as aukward Reſem- 
blances of thoſe they were made to repreſent 
and however juſt I may have been in them, 
ce yet, theſe Reports have fixt ſuch an indelible 
4 Odium on my Character, that it proves a Bar 
« to my towring Hopes, and ſets me on a Level 
ce with every petty Dauber. 

When he had ended, the Stone-Carver ad- 
6e drefs'd himſelf to Mother ART, ſaying, © Dear 
«© Mother, I have not much to trouble you with, 
ce only give me leave to tell you, we are not with- 
© out ſome afflicting Circumſtances attending our 
Calling; of which, our Employers taking Buſi- 
neſs at a low Rate, is none of the leaſt; our 
Wages bearing too great a Proportion, in their 
« miſtaken Meaſures. 

« And the Fifty New Churches rear their 
« Heads but very ſlowly. ? At which Words, 
Mother 
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Mother ART ſigh'd, and ſhook her Head; 
aſter a ſhort Pauſe, and ſome reciprocal Looks 
exchang'd; ſhewing a becoming Concern at the 
preſent Poſture of Affairs, and the ſeeming ap- 
proaching W iſſolution of their Mother; they 
lat down, and gave place to others. 

The next Complainant was a meer Shadow of 
a Man, llip-ſho'd, burnt face, a Handker- 
chief careleſly o'er his Neck; his very Appearance 
wou'd tempt you to believe he was hatcht within, 
or near ſome ſubterranean Vulcano; whilſt others 
might think him to be a Gentleman Uſher to 
ſome Malabarian Prince. He profeſs'd himſelf a 
Gla/s-Blower, and ſaid, he could tell golden 
Tales of the profitable Journeys, made in the 
Days of Yore, by many of his Anceftors. But 
then, with a deep Sigh, ſaid he, © Honoured 
« Mother, Altho* our Manufacture is improv'd 
* here to ſuch a Degree, that it equals, if not 
ce excels, not only Europe but the whole World, in 
© making that valuable Commodity : Yet, thro" 
* Avarice and Inadyertency, we are fall'n into 
ce many irretrievable Errors and Miſtakes; and 
e are become too much like other Callings ; 
* grown populous, and many of us forc'd abroad 
© to betray our Trade to Strangers, for want of 
* due Care to prevent it ; which would be, bet- 
ter Encouragement at home. 

*© Amidſt theſe and other Inconveniences we 
* labour under, I can with Pleaſure reflect on 
* our Brethren the Plaze-Glaſs-Blowers, who (to 
* their Honour be it ſpoken) have taken all the 
* wiſe Precaution poſſible to prevent the Ruin 
« of their Art and Myſtery : They by handſome 
* Wages, as well at Play as at Work, are not 
ce tempted to fell their Birth- right for a Meſs of 


** Pottage, either abroad or at home: To ſuch 
| « Perſons 
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* Perſons too, who, however fond of you be for 


* the Diſcovery of the ſecrets of your Calling, yet 
« when pollels'd of it, will ſcarce allow you a 
« Spoon to eat with; and tho' I am beyond the 
& reach of reſtorative Snails ; or even the Phyſi- 
ce cian's Preſcriptions, yet J heartily rejoice to 
ce ſee any Branch of our Manufacture flouriſh. 

« And now, dear Mother, as I have ſpoke con- 
ec cerning my Calling, fo I ſhall ctave leave to men- 
& tion ſome of thoſe Follies, that have brought on 
cc me a Complication of Diſeaſes, ſo viſibly inſcrib'd 
c (in fatal Characters) on a ſickly Face; and as 
ce by exceſſive Drinking I have broke a firm Con- 
& ſtitution, and ruin'd my Reputation, ſo by my 
« Example, others have been led into the ſame 
cc fatal Miſtakes, to the Ruin of themſelves and 
© Families; tome o whom 1 ſhall relate: Imprimis, 
cc two Maſter Carmen, who lately fold their Cart 
c and Horſes, and are now lying Inſolvents on the 
«© common Side of the Marſhalſea-Priſon. Item, 
ce a Lighterman fold his Craft and gone to Sea. 
& [tem, a Maſter Carpenter, lately an Inhabitant 
© of the New-Mint, now a Garreteer, near Rag- 
« fair. Item, a Maſter Shoe-maker, who fold Stock 
cc and Block, and is now doing Penance with

ec St. Hugh's Bones on his back, traveling incog. 


ce without any Attendant. There are many more 
&« [tems that I thall not mention, and ihall conclude 
cc with 1clating tome of thoſe many mad Frolicks 
© I have committed, which now yeild me a very 
© melancholy Refle tion; viz. at the laſt Election 
ec for Members of Parliament tor the City, as I 
* was giving my Vote and Intereſt for the four 
«© Worthy Aldermen, without the Gates of Guila- 
ce Hall, where I loſt my Hat, Wigg, and one of 
* the Skirts of my Coat; having battel'd with 
all that oppos'd their Intereft; after being knock'd 
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down twice, and receiving a Blow on my Hand, 
which occaſion d my loſing the Ute of myFore- 
Finger; I retreated to the Cro/5-Keys, to refreſh 
my wearied Spirits with a Bottle of Stizch-up 3 
where talking politically with a Serjeant of the 
City Train'd-Bands, who, among other ſcurri- 
lous Reflections, call'd me impolitick Puppy, 
and told me, I was licking the wrong Side of the 
Trencher: Urg'd beyond Expreſſion at his in- 
tolerable Rallery, I replied, that tho' I was 
licking the wrong Side of the Trencher, he ſhou'd 
feel the right Side of the Bottle; at that In- 
ſtant, flinging it at his Napper; and had not the 
Fellow had an unmerciſul thick Scull, the Blovy 
had endanger'd his Life. The ſame Night, 
as I was recling home, I met a Low-Church 
Mob, and a High-Church-Whore, the former 
of which broke my Head, the latter pick'd my 
Pocket. Iwo Days after this Enterprize, 
Six of us met, per Appointment, to drink the 


four Worthy Members Healths, over a Two- 


Gallon Bowl of Punch; which when we had 
twice emptied, we agrecd for a Third, 
and cre we had drank fix rounds, two of the 
Company fell under the Table, by which 
Failure (as per Agreement) they became liable 
to pay the Reckoning; no ſooner were they down, 
but we fell to lay them out at their due Lengths, 
putting Candles at their Heads and Feet, a Cup 
of Punch on each Hand, and the Bowl betwixt 
'em; ſo leaving them in State, without any o- 
ther Requiſites to accommodate em into the 
other World, or find their way back to this, 
we left em; who, after rambling thro' the 
Scenes of Forgetfulneſs, recover'd their Senſes : 
After two or thrce Yawns and Shrugs, they 


ſcratch'd their Heads, went to the Bar, pawn'd 
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their Credit for the Reckoning, and were more 
aſham'd at their being diſtanc'd at Drinking, than 
at their extraordinary Expences. 

© The Week following, the ſame Company met, 
to conſider of Ways and Means to propagate good 
Fellowſhip; but ere this came to be debated, 
twas mov'd (by a Senior of the Society) that 
we ſhou'd take into Conſideration the Caſes of 
thoſe two Cup-Strucken-Wretches, that fell 
under the Table at our laſt Meeting. After 
the Arguments pro and con, twas agreed, they 
ſhou'd have their Names eras'd out of the Liſt 
of good Fellows, and be expel'd the Society; 
but they putting in a Plea in Bar to the Exe- 
cution of this Order, they were re- admitted, 
but held incapable of ever naming a Health, or 
drinking to any of the Company; without, Sir, 
with Submiſſion, my humble Service to you, 
Sc. After this grand Affair was adjuſted, we 
broke up; my ſelt and two more tumbl'd into a 
Coach, where after jolting and jumbling for the 
ſpace of a Quarter of an Hour, the Liquor 
began to work in our mortal Casks, which when 
we had diſcharg'd into his leathern Conveniency, 
we were left light enough to run away from him, 
and bilk him of his Fare; the ſame Night, 
knock'd down the Conſtable, ſcour'd the Watch, 
beat my Wife, tumbl'd into my Sty like a Swine, 
and there ſnor'd till Morning; when I found 
my Caſtle ſurrounded by the Prince of Dark- 
nels, and his Guards du Corps, who hal'd me 
before a Magiſtrate, to account for my Mid- 
night Revel. Theſe are ſome of the falſe Steps 
I have made, and am only happy in this, that 
I have yet ſome ſpace of Time allow'd me, to 


ask Pardon of God and Man, 
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The next that came to tell his Tale, was a 


Frame-Work-knitter, decently habited; whole very 
Aſpect and ſober Deportment beſpoke him to 
be a very good Husband: “ Mother, (laid he)

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our Calling 1s attended with many Inconveni- 
encies, but ſeeing your preſent ill State of 
Health, I ſhall forbear to mention 'em. I have 
had an Eye to the Old Proverb, and have 1o 
far tranſcrib'd The Happy Man, as to learn 
from other Mens Harms to beware; and altho' 
my Trade is inferior to many others, with reſ- 
— to Wages; and tho' I cannot get that 

oney at it, as formerly I have done, yet by 


* a frugal Management of what I then got, and 


what I now do get; I am not acquainted with 
ſuch Hardſhips as ſome of my unfortunate 
Brethren are: J am entirely reconcil'd to all 
the Troubles T meet with in the way of my 
Calling, being conſcious, that I have dif 
charg'd my Duty in that State of Life, Pro- 
vidence has plac'd me in; and as I cannot accuſe 
my ſelf of Neglect of Buſineſs when I could 
get it; ſo I am the better contented when I 
am oblig'd to want it. a 

© I ſhall conclude with telling you, that the 
Founder of our Art and Myſtery (to our Hon- 
our be it ipoken) was an Engliſhman; Mr. Hm. 
Lee, of St. John's College, Cambridge, to whom 
this Nation is much oblig'd for inventing and 
ſettling this uſeful Art amongſt us; and yet, 
(to the eternal Infamy of the Age he liv'd in!) 
he was deſpis'd and forc'd to go to Fance for 
better Encouragement. And here I cannot but 
lament a Cuſtom too much in Vogue, among 
too many Maſter's of Callings in this greac 


City; who, by their Oppreſſions and frequent 


ill Uſage to their Journey men, have ſorc'd em, 
= Tie | 5 & not; 
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not only to ſeek their Bread in many Cities and 
* great Towns in England, (to the great Detri-

After he had ended his 
Diſcourſe, he fat down in his Place. 


Then ſtood up a dapper, neat, well dreſs'd Piece 
of a Man; who, with an Air of Affectation, ap- 
proach'd Mother Ax T, who view'd him well, 
and expreſs'd herſelf to this purpoſe ; * Children, 
(pointing to Stitch, for by Profeſſion he was

* Theſe my Misfortunes are owning to the ſickly

* let me tell ye, 1 have work'd for People of good 
« Faſhion, amongft which, ſeveral of our Sea-

* Afliſtance of the Barber and Sempſtreſs, have ap- 
4 pear'd tolerably genteel; and was it not for 
** that apiſh Cuſtom of belaying their Cane-Strings

« And now, Mother, perhaps you have ſeen 
e my worſt Side, it may therefore be convenient 
© to let you know, what good I have done in the 
& World, for I have not been altogether an uſe- 
ce leſs Perſon; I have reliev'd the Poor, as the 
ce ſaying is, the Rich can help themſelves. There's 
© a Man that keeps a Publick-Houſe in our 
“ Neighbourhood, that, when he firſt came here, 
ce had a poor Stock, and little or no Trade, hay- 
« ing ſcarce Conveniencies to accommodate his

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quaintance, I brought him a Parcel of brave 
Cuſtomers, Boon Companions; who, Joe be 
prais'd, drank him into good Repute in leis 
than a Twelve-Month. Three Years after, he 
was choſe Head-Borough; Six Months after 
this, was made Serjeant of the Militia; and in 
one Lear more, (we don't doubt) he will be 
honour'd with a Commiſſion. 

« T own 'tis urg'd, that when he firſt ſettled 
amongſt us, his Children beat a Scanderoon- 
March, as the ſaying is, and as ſaucy as rag- 
ged, but now they wear very good Cloaths; 
and are even genteel; and my Landladies 
Hoop's as wide as Mrs. any Body's: Both of 
em talk of purchaſing a Place in the Cuſtom- 
Houſe for Mr. Richard, their eldeſt Son; and 
have ſent their Daughter to the Boarding- 
School, where ſhe may learn French-Dances, — 
become an accompliſh'd Bar-Keeper; and, in 
Time, forget to ſcold at her Grand mother, 
for taking a Tiff of Royal — and ſmoaking 
Tobacco. 

« My Wife, you'll fay, ſuſfers in the Fleſh, (as 
the ſaying is) for all this, and that ſhe is juſtly 
provok'd at my Extravagances; to which I 
anſwer in the Affirmative; but then I endea- 
vour to divert her, by a humorous Joke, or a 
merry Song: For to tell you the Truth, that 
(ſometimes) is all ſhe, and the Children have 
for Supper; and ſhe, 1 own, is of a forgiving 
Temper, and good humour'd to a fault. 
I tell her, when I dye, there will be no vexa- 
tious Brawls, or unnatural Conteſts about what 
I leave behind; no Adminiſtring and the Devil 
to pay at Dofors-Commons;, no Backbiting in 
the Neighbourhood, cenſuring what I left be- 


* hind, to be got by OY or Oppreſſion; but 
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when Lm be ring to the Grave, they'll all agree 
that I was no Body s Enemy but my own, as 
the ſaying is: Then as to a Funeral Sermon, I 
know tis much out of Faſhion, but if any 'of 
the Reverend Tribe ſhou'd chance to give me one, 
I don't deſire they ſhould beſtow on me a better 
Word than I deſerve. And further I told her, 
ſhe'il not be at the Expence of Mourning; I 
having never heard or read of any Stuff-man 
or Taylor, that wou'd clothe the Naked, when 
there was ſo little likelyhood of being paid: 
That as J had when living, been a proteſt E nemy 
to exceſſive Pride and Superfluity in Apparel, 
ſo at my Death I renounce all Funeral Pomp 
and Solemnity: And to ſhew my Averſion to 
Mock-Mourving, I will and require, that 
thoſe that periorm the laſt kind Office to me, 
in attending me to my Grave, and ſupporting 
the Pall, may wear neither Cloaks, Scarves, 
Hatbands or Gloves, but ſuch only as they 
bring with them, 


cc The next in turn was a Carpenter, a Joyner and 
a Bricilayer : The Carpenter ſaid, that the other 
two had requeſted him to report their Grievan- 
ces; their Callings bearing ſome Affinity to each 
other, their cates did not much ditfer.

are aſpers'd with doing as little by the Day, 
and as much by the Great as any Men; with 
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cutting out to Loſs or Gain, as occaſion may 
oiter; with whipping the Cat in the Gutter; or 
tellinz the Hour of Twelve at Noon, or 
Six in the Evening, by a "Two Foot Rule, 
as well as a Shop keeper, that ſets his Watch by 
St. Paul's; and however, true or falle, theie 
Reflections may be apply d ro any amongſt us, 
yet we are happy in believing, that there are 
_— of us ſcorn to have recourſe to ſuch 
nean Arrifizes; out of which Number we 
boaſt of tome, who are aſham'd to turn any 
Piece of Work out of their Hands, but what 
jthalt be allow'd to be done according to the 
ſtricteſt Kules of Art. 
& Another Grievance, that perplexes our Call- 
ing is, Gentlemen being grown 19 mathema- 
tically-wile, that they know what Quantity of 
Stutt, and what Iime ſuch a Number of Men 
may be allowed to uſe that Quantity of Scui 
in ſimſning to many Rod of Building; that our 
Employers, for the take of Bulinels, too often 
take it at 15 low a Kate, that where one of 'em 
gets an Eſtate, there's Twenty runs away ere

terminates (lometimes) in the lofs or a part o 
our Wages, and often of our Lime. Anc- 
ther Trouble we are exerc's'd with, is ſome 
of our Maſters keeping Publick-Houſes; that 
we oiten ſpend conſderable, ere we get a Job; 
and tho' before we were employ'd, my Land- 
lady had no more Faith than an Attorney; z yet 
now ſhe'll give Six Paus Credit; but when the 
brings her Hill ro the Pay- Fable, on a Satur- 
day-Night, a Malefattor may ſooner be relpited 
from Exec ation, than we be abated ot the 
u:m3ſt Farthing, or 1 ott our Payments to 

N another 
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* another Week. Then we fit down to Drink- 
« ing, and he that drinks moſt, is generally al- 
ee Jow'd to be the beſt Workman : And by and 
* by, my Landlady comes and whiſpers in one 
© of our Ears, John, ſays the, my Husband ſays 
* he likes you very well; and tho' Work thould 
* be ſcarce, he'll be ſure to employ you and Dick, 
e and honeſt Charles. This is worth a Pot of 
% Fuckle and Buff, ſuch as my Landlady loves. 
* Thus we bouze till paſt Eleven, then reell home 
d to our honeſt Wives, who have nothing but 
©< the Gleanings of the Crop, to go to Market 
& with ”. Soon as he had finiih'd his Speech, he 
lat down, and gave place to the Sawyer, the 
Plaijzerer and the Glazier, who deſired, that 
their Caſe might be comprehended in the Com- 

laint urg 4 by the Carpenter, on behalf of him- 
ſelf and thoſe he ſpoke for, their Grievances be- 
ing much thc fame, | 


Then ſtood up a grave old Man, having a ſtern 
Countenance, decently apparel'd, a little founder d 
in his Pedeſt ils, ſupported with a Crab-Tree-Stick; 
he hobbl'd along to N Other ART, and, with a 
lour Aſpect, began his Harangue. © Mother, ſays 
e he, your Children, let me tell you, are a parcel 
* 0 — , but incccuptcd byaviolent Fit 
= 08, Co ughing, ———— idle, extravagant, good for 
& nothing Fellows; my Fam mily, let me tell ye, has 
& ſuller d many Alterations; have had their up's 
& and down's; and, had T been as careleſs and 
& idle as they, let me toll ye, I had never ferv'd 
“ Church-Warden of this Pariſh. My Father 
© was a Walloon, and brought over with him 
& a good Sumof NI loney; which, by the way, is 
* not very common; but falling in with the Vices 


«© of the Limes, he ſpent his Subſtance, and 
*© chalk d 
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chalk'd out a Path, which terminated in his, 
and almoſt my Ruin; in which I continu'd, 
treading in his Foot-Steps, till happily reclaim'd 
by a virtuous Wife. After his Deceaſe and 
my Reformation, I work'd Journey-work ; and 
let me tell ye, when my Shopmates went to 
the Ale-Houſe, I kept in my Loom: The next 
Day, or perhaps the Day after, they'd ſwear 
and curſe and quarrel one with another, about 
what they'd ſpent or loſt, or damn the 
Landlord, and degrade his Beer, becauſe he 
wou'd not let them play off, and ſcore the 
Reckoning to the drowned Sheep; whilſt I, 
by a frugal Management of what I earn'd, 
ſay'd enough to ſet up my Trade; and now, let 
me tell ye, employ ſeveral of theſe Grumble- 
tonians, who fir at the Ale-Houſe, curſing their 
Callings and their Maſters, whole Time wou'd 
be better ſpent in their Looms, in working to 
maintain their neceſſitous Families: Many of 
theſe unhappy Wretches get Fifteen, Sixteen, 
and ſome of em Twenty Shillings per Week; 
and, let me tell ye, what they don't ſpend 
idly on the working Days, too many of *em 
laviſh on Sundays. They forſooth, on thoſe Days, 
muſt, have a Joynt, or perhaps two, of But- 
chers Meat; nay, ſometimes a Pig or a Gooſe, 
when in Seaſon too, for Dinner; when a Neat's 
Foot or a Bullock's Liver might have grac'd 
their Tables as weil, let me tell ye, all Things 
conſider d; then a Gallon or two of good Bub, 
with half a dozen rounds of Ginn, when ſmall 
Beer might nave ſerv'd their turn ”. At the 


word ſmall Beer, they all role Nemine Contra- 
dicente, calling him old Rogue, and ſaid he de- 
ſerv'd to be hang'd for his Information; that 
they cou'd eat as good Victuals as he, if they 


could 
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get it. In ſhort the Conſternation was very great; 
ſome cry'd, kick him down ſtairs, others laid, 
pump the old Curmudgeon; ſome trod on his 
Corns, ſome cry'd, toſs him in a Blanket; and all 
agreed he was a 1 raytor to their Common-wealth, 
and ought to {utter what Puniſhment they in their 
great Wildom ſhould judge requiſite ; but Mother 
ART interpoſing, deſired, that in regard of Lis 
great Age, they wou'd for the firſt time excule 
him, which was comply'd with ; he promiſing to 
give ' Security for his future Behaviour. After the 
Hurly-burly was over, Mr. S$huttlewell ſtood u 

and faid, © Gentlemen, my Father work'd wit 

« this Mr. Pinch-P rice, when he was a Journeyman, 
ce and J have heard him affirm, that he cou'd never 
« make a good piece of Work in his Lite; but 
© now the beſt Hand we have, finds enough to 
* do to pleaſe him; for when you carry home 
& your Piece, if there's either Flaw in Warp or 
ce Shoot, he'll put Dr. Bateman upon you, and call 
* you idle drunken Dog, when he at the ſame 
tc time has been glutting and guzzling at the /all- 
& Feaſt, got drunk at the Expence of the Publick, 
e juit ſtagger' d home, took a little nap in his El- 
2 bow-Chair; after which he's duly qualiſy'd to 
ce abule all his Servants and Dependants. — When 
* he was a Journeyman, he wou'd ſtand up for his 
& Price, and curſe the Maſters if they ab ated him 
© one Farthing of his Wages; but now he's ex- 
ce alted above his Brethren, he forgets to look 
& down upon thoſe Inconveniences, he himſelf 15 
ce often us d to complain of, which ſince his lucky 
& Transformation, are not at all abated, As 
& to his Frugality he ſo much boaſts of, you will 
s the better be able to judge of, could you pre- 
44 ccive him in the Room behind the Bar at the 


Standard, Where tis no greater wonder to ice 
« him 
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© him with a common Proſtitute, than to hear 
* him ſnore all Sermon-Time at Church: Then 
* as to his Charity, altho' he has not thought 
© fit to mention it, yer 'tis ſomewhat remarkable; 
* tor there's not a ſtroling Vagabond, that ſa- 
* lutes him, with God fave your Worſhip, good 
Sir, Cc. but after he has play'd at Queſtions and 
“ Commands with him, as, Sirrab, what Pariſh 
&« do you belong to? keep ia your own Pariſh : What 
ce haut you got a Work-Louſe belonging to your 
« Pariſh? Ive a good mind to lay you by the Heels, 
«© He. And being notic'd bya crowd of Spetta- 
« tors, he'll drop a Farthing into the Fiſt of the 
ce Petitioner. This and his giving a Pot of Por- 
« ridge at his Door on Sundays to the Poor, he 
ce thinks ſufficient to wipe off the Score of the 
6e Six Days Sinning : Thus this Phariſaical hob- 
ce bling Hypocrite thinks it no Crime to pinch the 
& working Poor, to give to the lazy Beggar. — 
“ Then as to ſetting up his Trade, he by Chance, 
& more than Merit, married a Woman wit Mo- 
« ney, otherwiſe he might have nigger'd in his 
« Loom till Doom's-Day, ere he had been a 
« Maſter Weaver. 


The next that came to bemoan his hard For- 
tune, was a meer compound of Patch-Work; 
ſome four, ſome three ſquare, and others round, 
(as if mathematically defign'd) with which his 
Coat, Breeches and Jacket, were wounderfully 
adorn'd: © Mother, ſays he, theſe Devices, (point- 
ing to his Patches) are all of my own Contri- 
“ yance, and ſhall beg leave to acquaint you 
« with the unhappy Occaſion. Underſtand 
* then, that I was put Apprentice to a /Fine- 
&« Cooper, ſoon after which, I receiv'd the Name 
* of young Bangwell; ſince better knawn by that 
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of Tite in a Rag. — TI ferv'd more than Five 
Years of my Time very iaithfully, but being 
got into my feeling Age, having an indifferent 
Share of natural Endowments, and as much 
Mercury in me as any Youth in the Neighbour- 
hood could lay claim to; theſe Accomplith- 
ments, however good in themſelves, were thro' 
Inadvertency miſapply d and turn'd to my Diſ- 
advantage, as you may judge when I have re- 
lated the whole, which is as follows: 

« My Mafter kept two Maids, both of which 
e were very fond of my obliging, good Company (as 
* they were often heard to ſay) : I frequently ſtole 
« up Stairs, and wou'd officiouſly help the Chamber- 
“ Maid to adjuſt the Bed-Cloaths, for which I 
© was allowd a Kiſs; after which I might take 
« another, but if I offer'd a third, ſhe'd cry, Fie 
« Mr. Thomas, F wonder you are not aſnam'd to 
« be ſo rude. However I often kiſs'd, preſs'd, 
and teas'd her, till ſhe cried, Oh [vow you 
are a perfett teazing Devil: 7 ſwear Tom, if 
« you don't be quiet, I'll cry out, ſo I will; and in 
ce ſtruggling to get from me, wou'd fall back- 
ce wards on the Bed; where after reiterated Dal- 
liances, I'd riſe and retreat down Stairs; whilſt 
« ſhe with an angry, borrow'd Air, purſuing, wou'd 
te fling her Handkerchief after me, with, G0 
ce you curſed Dog, I'll be the Death of you. At 
& the foot of the Stairs, ſtood her Competitor, 
“ honeſt Nan the Cook-Maid, who, poor Heart, 
© wou'd be an Ear-witneſs of our Intrigue; and 
te ſeizing me, wou'd cry out, Help, Mrs. Betty / 

& Dear Mrs. Betty, help! I vow to Gad Fil geld 
cc the Dog; tho', by the way, let me dye if I think 
« ſhe'd be guilty of ſuch Inhumanity for the 
« Wealth of both Indies. Aſter a little Hurry 


« Scurry, a Diſh of Romps, and ſome amor- 
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ous Gambols, -the Bell wou'd ring, and we 
diſpers'd, I to the Shop, Nan to the Pantree, 
and Mrs. Betty to ſmooth the Bed-Cloaths; 
theſe Intreagues fill'd my Head full of ftrange 
Notions, for which I am now doing Penance 
in Patch-Work ; thus I, like the filly Fly, have 
play'd with the Candle, 'till I've burnt my 
Wings.

« As I've oblerv'd to you, I was very con- 
verſant with - theſe Girls, I careſt 'em as occa- 
ſion or leiſure wou'd permit, and met with ſuita- 
ble Returns from both. Mrs. Betty, it muſt be 
confeſsd, had the advantage of Brawny Sluſh, 
with reſpett to Air, Dreſs and Behaviour; but 
then that Deficiency was Abundantly ſupply'd, 
by an uncommon ſhare of good Humour in the 
other. By Mrs. Cook, I was often preſented with 
the Reverſion of a Fowl, Ham, or Neats-Tongue, 
and ſometimes the Corner of a Veniſon- 
Paſty ; whatever was ſtirring, poor Girl, ſhe 
ſeldom forgot me whilſt the other, ſometimes 
wou'd regale my Stomach with a dram of Ar- 
rack, or comfortable Nants, and wou'd look out 
ſharp for a Bottle of Mountain, gf which ſhe, 
as well as my ſelf, (eſpecially about Bed-time) 
was a great Admirer. However, I kept 
em both in ſuſpence, till at length, Mrs. Betty's 
Hoop-Petticoat and Clock-Stockings, gain'd the 
Aſcendant; for coming home late one Night, 
all the Family being in Bed, except my evil 
Angel, who ſat up for me; I being tluſh'd with 
Wine, tempted by the Devil, who ſtruck in 
with the Occaſion. and overcome by the Fleſh, 
was puſh'd by theſe powerful Enemies to Man- 
I knock'd 
loftly, the came eaſily and receiv'd me with 
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open Arms. In fine, I importun'd for the laſt Fa- 
your, found her ſuſceptible and kind, even beyond 
my Wiſh, curſe on the fatal Condeſcention ! 
from which I date my Ruin. Some Time after 
this, ſhe prov'd pregnant, and urg'd me to re- 
member my Marriage-Vow ; I told her, that 
when I made that Vow, I was a Reman Ca- 
tholick, and, as ſuch, cou'd keep no Faith with 
Hereticks;, however, being amus'd with the Ex- 
pectation of a Portion, and thro the Perſuaſion 
of ſome of my Friends, more than any Incli- 
nation of my own, was prevail'd with to take 
a Whore of my own making. 

« In ſhort, married we were, which diſoblig'd 
my Parents, Friends and Maſter, who would 
not look upon me: Thus having forfeited their 
Protection, with my own Freedom and Happi- 
neis, I was compleatly ruin'd and undone. 
AWifeTI had, tis true, but what to do with her, 
was a Queſtion too hard for me to reſolve. Soon

Thus we continued in a ſtate of civil War, till 
abandon'd by Friends, deſtitute of Money or 
Credit, our Cloaths ſnabby, and we deem'd (by 
the tatting Goſſips) to dwell in Hall I go 
Nated-ſtreet. Soon as Poverty had fluſn d Love,

a Competency, whereby we might comiortably 
ſubſiſt; and her Friends giving us handſome 
Furniture for a Couple of Rooms, twas then 
J had ſome hopes to retrieve my Misfortuns : 
But my Wife, as I muſt now call her, ſoon let 
me ſee my Miſtake; ſhe'd lye in Bed till Ten 
in the Morning, then up and fend for the Goſſips 
to Breakfaſt on Tea and Bread and Butter; but 
ere they drink two Diſhes round, they pitch 
upon a Theme of Scandal, as falling foul of 
their Neighbours Furniture, their Cloaths, 
Dreſs, their Manner of living Cc. After 
venting their Spleen, drinking up their Slip- 
Slop, and taking off a large dram to prevent 
Vapours, they go home and expoſe my Wite's 
Profuſeneſs, to the next Buſie Goſſip, that at 
fects to make bold with her Neighbour's Cha- 
racter; and yet theſe buſie tattling Scandal- 
Mongers, the very Peſt of the Sex, Enemies to 
gallity and good Houſewifery! are the darling 
Favourites of my Crooked-Ri5, whom ſhe wou'd 
often divert, by reading a Play or Romance, and 
ſometimes repeat, extempore, ſome ſelect Sen- 
ten:es, out of ſome celebrated Novel or diverting 
Comedy; thus triting away her Time, which 


had been better ſpent in making and me ding 


* Cloiths, and other Neceſſaries for the Clul- 
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ce I own, twas her good, or rather ill Fortune, 
to be (what we call) well bred, for living in good 
Families, ſne could not forget good Eating and 
Drinking; the had a nice Appetite, and wou'd 
digeſt nothing for Dinner, but what was in the 
height of the Seaſon ; and has often ftrain'd my 
Reputation, for ſome Kickſhaw for Supper : 
And when ſhe's with Child, ſhe ape's Madam 
to Perfection, and can long with any Lady in 
Europe; as Fricacies, French-Claret, Lobflers, 
cramm'd Fowls, Chickens and Aſparagus, and ſo 
on to the End of the Chapter; and none of 
theſe very good, unleſs very dear. 
« I often importun'd her to conſider our fad 
Circumſtances, before it was too late, but to 
little or no purpoſe; at length I turn'd away 
her Maid, ſhe then was eblig'd to do her Work 
her ſelf; ſometime after which, I coming home

the Original; for my eldeſt Daughter, tho 
grown to Maturity, yet has an utter Averſion 
to Brooms, Mops and Scrubbing-Bruſbes, and is 
e ready to fall into a Swoon, at the Sight of a 
Diſh-Clout. Thus am I as compleatly ruin'd, as 
the worſt of my Enemies can with me; may 
this be a warning to my Brother Bungwells, 
and all that hear me: Then with bowing low, 
asking Pardon for entertaining them fo long, 


on ſo pititul a Subject, he ſate down in his 
ce Place. 


Then ſtood up a Perſon decently habited; 
his Sun of Time had croſt the Meridian of his 
Age, his Mien and Aſpect ſuiting his Years, 
and as he was not deſpicable, ſo perhaps ſhould 
I praiſe, I might ſpoil the Character; he with a 
dutiſul Reſpett, addreſſing himſelf to Mother 
ART, faid, Dear Mother, as I'm paying 
my Compliment of Condolence, I ſhall lay hold 
of the Opportunity to relate my Circumſtances 
of Life: J ſhall not take much of your Time 
up, in ſpeaking of the Family from which I am 
deſcended, tho' it muſt be acknowledg'd, they 
e have ſuffer d a Variety of Changes. My Grand-

my Life, for which I have great Reaſon to ask 
Pardon of God and Man; I ſhall crave leave to 
ſay ſomthing in relation to my Trade; and as 
'tis of great Antiquity, fo has it been much 
improy'd of late Years, and yet capable of 
greater Improvement, was there a larger Duty 
laid on China-Ware; but excluſive of that there 
comes from Tolland, Smirua, Leghorn and other 
Places, (tho' we have an Act of Parliament in 
our favour) ad valorem, more of our ſort of 
Goods, than is made in Great-Britain; ſo that 
in Compaſſion to Turks, Infidels, Papiſts, and 
to a Country, where, it a Man ſhould chance 
to loſe his Religion, he may be ſure to find it, 
we ſtarve our own Natives. 

« Vas it not for this Evil, we are encompaſs'd 
with, ſome Hundreds might be employ'd in 
our Manufacture, which wou'd, in Proceſs of 
Time, be inferior to few in England; and as 
now our Maſters Ware-Houſes are full of Goods, 
and many of us forc'd to Helland, and elle 
where for Bread; were foreign Wares not fo 
much in Vogue, and the Run of 'em ſo much 
encourag'd, our Employers wou'd ſoon empty 
their Ware-Houſes, and we ſhou'd have more 
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% Euſineſs; for want of which, many of us are 
* forc'd into other Employs. The Dearth of Trade, 
ec has put ſome of our Wits on the rack of In- 
ce vention, (if we may be allow'd to have any) 
% amongſt which, one of us has ſuffer'd a very 
« lucky Transformation, having leap'd from the 
e Wheel into a Pulpit; and tho', perhaps, he 
ce may with Pleaſure reflect on his Change; yet 
& there is ſome that cannot, whoſe Misiortunes 
ce are owing to a fanciful Age; tor in this great 
« Town, from N eſiminſter, to Mapping; from the 
« Captain's Lady, to the Boatſwain's Blowſe : 
« Shou'd you bring em an Engliſh Cup, tho' in- 
ce ferior for Uſe or Peauty to none in Europe; 
ce they'dcry, Pough! This Cup gives the Tea an 
ce ill Reliſh; and yet theſe Squeamiſh Forſooths 
ce cannot tell, but that the chief Ingredient, even 
ce of a China-Cup, may be compris'd of a Sr. 
& Ry ——ence, 

&« T ſhall conclude with obſerving to you, that 
«© our Maſters, ſome time ſince, us'd their joint 
&« Endeavours, to procure a Charter, a thing 
ce much wanted amongſt us; but failing in the At- 
& tempt, they are letting us ſee we may be happy 
cc without one, by their Receding from the uſual 
« Numbers of Apprentices, for which (and I 
ce believe I ſpeak the mind of the whole Trade) 
e J return them hearty Thanks. After he ended 
ce his Diſcourſe, having kiſt Mother AR T's Hand, 
&« he fat down. 


Soon as the Potter was ſeated, there came forth 
the Similitude of a Man, whoſe Dreſs and Beha-

vious beſpoke him not to beally'd to the leathern or 
linen Anmron Fraternity; he with a lac'd Hat 
under his Arm; a Tye Wigg, (ſomewhat reſem- 
bling a middle Row-Sctall Piece) covering his Sheeps 
Napper; 
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Napper; a Thread-bare Surtout-Coat, a little out 
at Flbows; his Jacket and Breeches both of a 
Piece, the Embroidery of which, much out of 
Repair; this Defect was fupp!y'd with Spots of 
Greaſe, or the Tears of the Tankard, not to be 
remov'd by the never failing chymically prepar d 
Cerman-Ball; black Silk-Stockings, plentifully 
dairn'd almoſt Knee deep; a Chitterling Shirt 
ſomewhat dirty, with Knuckle-Rags Alamode a 
Flip-Flap; a Sword as pcocly mounted, as his 
Perriwigg ; this out of the way Creature, having 
atſum'd a Spamſh- Air, and pacing the Room two 
or three Times, after an obſequious Bow, ſcring- 
ing himſelf into a Scarramouch Pofture, then tak- 
ing out his Snuif-Box, with as much Dexterity, 
as Dick the Hangman doth the Night-Cap, when 
expecting a Spanker or two in the Pocket of a 
Dying Malefuctor, and with an affected Grimace, 

makes a preſent of a Pinch of Snuff to both his 
Noſtrils, which by frequent ſtuffing and ſtraining, 
(pardon 'the Compariſon) holds little leſs than a

e Mother, faid he, tis very probable you may 
ce have heard of me, if not, I do aſſure you, Iam

* or Hand, (by which the old Maxim fiys, all 
x iv do ſtan: yet if that Deficiency is ſup» 
** ply'd by curvetting with the Legs, I hope the 
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Difference in practiſing Arts will not ſuffer you 
to difown any of your Children meerly on that 


* Score. 
e In order to make out my Relation to you, be 


pleas'd to be inform'd, that I am lineally de- 


ſcended from Don Diego Curvetto Fumpo, but 
prattis'd under Meſſicurs Minuet. J gain'd an 
uncommon Reputation in the way of my Call- 
ing, and was many Years diſtinguiſh'd by the 
Name of the Accompliſh'd Beau Daucing- 
Maſter; this Characteriſtick I obtain'd by com- 
ing up to an inimitable Nicety of Dreſs; the 
Toſs of my Wigg, and the Dangling of my 
Sword-Knot, always juſtly admir'd by the Pre- 
tenders to Air and Dreſs; then the Cock of 
my Hat, carry'd ſach irreſiſtible, captivating 
Charms, that I was ev'n idoliz'd by the Ladies, 
and Blatphem'd by the Fops. Bur, 
Laird, Laird, how am I metamorphos'd! dwin- 
Fd by Heavens, from an Arch-Beau, into a 
ſhabby, contemptible, meer Outſide of a Man; 
from the Ladies Doating Piece, to the very 
Averſion of the Chamber Maids ; the Thoughts 
of theſe my Misfortunes plague me more, chan 
a New Tune lately arriv'd in a Poſt Chaiſe from 
Italy. Let me dye, my Dear, my Phyz is ſo 
ſtrangely alter'd, that tho I have held an inti- 
mate Correſpondence with it theſe Twenty Y ears 
and upwards, yet (with Concern J ſpeak it)

© often prompted her to make a Figure in the 
& Side Box; and now and then wou'd have a fit 
* of the Spleen, becauſe ſhe cou'd not ſpark it in 
© the Ring; nay ſo big was ſhe with this Ex- 
ce pectation, that when ſhe was pregnant with her 
cc firſt Child, I was in fear ſhe wou'd have mark'd 
cc it with the Coach and Pair, which her I- 
ce magination had ſuggeſted to draw her thither z 
<« after all, ſhe has plunder'd me of all that's va- 
ce Juable, and left me nothing but this Long- 
4 Lane Livery-Suit, to commemorate her Con- 
ce duct; and ſince her Elopement, threatens to 
* fue me to a ſeparate Maintainance. 

&« I muſt not omit telling you, that I have had 
ce the Honour of Inſtructing Perſons of Diſtinction 
„in my Way, (unknown to many) nay to my 
© Credit be it ſpoken, I have, by the artful Man- 
c agement of a Citizen's Son, qualified him to 
* make his Addreſs to a Secretar y of State, and 
c by a wonderful Apology, has ſet forth his Ca- 
ce pacity, and obtain'd-a Commiſſion in the Army, 
«© when an halt-bred Coxcomb has lain a I welve- 
« Month unſucceſsfully; during which Time, he 
* has not had Courage enough to peep into the 
© Office, to tell the Clerks what he waited for: 
« And then at a Ball or Publick, have I took their 
Daughters, and by a Method peculiar to my 
* felf, they are taught to behave and appear in 
1 Loverie, little inferior to Women of Quali- 
** ty; theſe are great Advantages indeed, and pity 
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it is they ſhou'd be thrawn away, and yet it 
- fatally happens ſo ſometimes; for after all the 
Inſtruction given by a Maſter, and the Scholar 
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performs to Advantage, yet ſhou'd their Dad- 
dies match em to Shopkcepers, as they fre-

* low's effeminate Look, and mimical Airs, be-

The Confternation was 
very great, at length they ſeize him, and declare, 
that tho' they with Patience have heard a deal of 
unintelligible Nonſenſe, which he utter'd to Mo- 
ther ART, who, notwithſtanding, they did believe 
wou'd not own him as a Relation, and therefore, 
if he did not unriddle, and declare, and make ap- 
car how he ſtood related to 'em, he muſt abide :

appear; is undemably true; and tho' the Aſtro- 
nomer is buſie above the Clouds, and ſereen'd 
from vulgar Eyes, by the Syſtems of Coperni- 


** muſes you with his Writs of Habeas Corpus, 
Certioraries, and boaſts of his Knowledge of 
© Cook upon Littleton; and let the licenſed Gra- 
duate wrapt in ſtudy, and almoſt grown Pur- 
blind, with poring oer the muſty Leaves of 
Galen or Hyprocates ; I ſay let, 'em do this, and 
more than this; let them know the original 
Cauſe, Progreſs and "Termination of any, or 
all che Epidemical Diſeaſes, incident to Human 
Bodies, for which let 'em be reverenc'd and 
c eſteem'd, and yet I boldly affirm, that my Call- 
ing (the Terms of which I don't mention) is lit- 
tle inferior to any of theſe Sciences; for Dancing, 
of which I am a profeſt Maſter, is perform'd 
* conſonant to the {tritteſt Rules of Art; and 
there's not a ſtep in a French, Country, or Comick- 
Dance, but muſt agree to the ſaid Rule; for 
ce the Truth of which J appeal to Mother ArT, 
* who, Im perſuaded, will own me for her Son“. 
Being interrogated by the reſt of her Children, ſhe 
anſwered in the Affirmative, after which he fat 
down in his Place, 


The next that ſtarted up was a pert young Fel- 
iow, his Hat of a diminutive Size, the Crown of 
which was grac'd with a Mourning Band, his Coat, 
Breeches and Jacket tite, tho' ſomewhat Thread- 
bare; clean white Stockings, with black Pumps; 
© Mother, ſaid he, I am come with the reſt of my 
© Brethren, to bemoan your preſent State of 
« Health, and tho' of a mean Calling, being by 
© Profeſſion, a Pipe-Maker, as you may preceave 
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cus, or Ticho Brahe, whilſt the Lawyer a- 
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by a Spot or two of Clay, dropt here and there 
about my Cloaths, take what Care I can; our 
Trade, like others, has it's Up's and Down's, 
and yet in my Conſcience I believe, "twill laſt as 
long as the Tax on Coffee, Tea, and foreign 
Chocolate ſhall continue, which, may it do 
to the End of the Chapter, not only for the 
ſake of my King and Country, but that they 
may increaſe and make thoſe Commodities dear, 
and conſequently prevent my old Mother, young 
Wife, and many others from drinking thoſe 
Slip Slops, and betake themſelves to tipple 
wholeſome Britiſh Beer and Ale, Liquors, that 
preſery'd the Healths, and help'd to lengthen 
the Lives of their Grannuus, till Ninety odd. 
I muſt not forget to tell you, that our Charter 
extends thro' England, Wales, and Berwick upon 
Tweed, a Privilege few Fraternities can boaſt 
of, but how manag'd, I leave to the Diſcretion 
of our Maſter, Wardens and Aſſiſtants; that's 
none of my Buſlineſs, neither am J a fit Perſon 
to meddle in ſuch Aﬀairs, that can't manage my 
Wife, tho' ſhe indeed has a great Deſire to man- 
age me; and to deal ingenuouſly with you, it 
might perhaps be better for me, ſhou'd I fabmit 
to her Management, who really loves me, and 
wiſhes me well; but I am young, and have not 
Sown all my Wild-Oats. I have a wonderfull 
Propenſity to learn to Dance, not after the 
manner S$eiznuior Jampo lately deicrib'd; my 
humble Humour ſoars no higher than a Jigg, or 
a Horn-Pipe, and ſometimes a Cheſhire-Round, 
which indeed I am almoſt become Maſter of; 
and as for Bark-Szep and Fore-Step, or Shuffling 
my Toes, and making 'em ſtrike to the Muſick, 
I have arriv'd to a very conſiderable Perfection 


« of; and then what a ſecret Satisfaction do I 


ce receive 
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te receive, when clapt at the end of a Fizg or Horn- 
& Pipe, and fit down as magnificently, as e'er a 
& Mock-Majeſty, in Bartholomew or Borrough-Fair : 
& Imuſt own, (unthinking Wretch as Jam) ſome- 
ce times I'm concern'd when I conſider, that theſe 
« Legs that are now fo nimble in Cutting ſuch ad- 
* mir'd Capers, and forming ſuch a Variety of 
« Steps, ſhall in a little Time, ſtiffen in the Grave, 
© and become as cold as the Clay we work with; 
© but theſe Thoughts haunt me, only when I 
ce put on the Philoſopher, which rarely happens; 
c and on a ſudden I awaken from this contempla- 
tive Dream, and am more agreeably ſurpriz'd 
* with thinking, that, tho* Dead, my Name ſhall 
ce live ina celebrated Horn- Pipe, dedicated to my 
C Memory. 
« My Wife, poor Woman, repeats many a 
Morning and Evening Lecture, in Praiſe of good 
* Husbandry, the doth not eat the Bread of 
“ Idleneſs, but Aſſiſts me in my Buſineſs; and 
would gladly finiſh more Pipes, than I am will- 
ing to make; and was J as Induſtrious as ſhe, 
we might hve very comfortably ; but alas! too 
true is the old Proverb, viz. workins Hives 
« hal Holiday-Husbands, tis fo at leaſt with me, 
for often twice or three times a Week do I make 
a Looſe to Larking's, Spring-Garden, or Sadler 
« ells. I formerly frequented the Aing's-Head 
at Hepuey, where I had the Honour to dance 
down Ben the Sailor, and our Juſtice's Black, 
c and brought off the Turkey-Leather-Pumps z but 
e ſome Time ſince, our ill-natur'd Zigh-Conſeable, 
ec by, and wich the Conſent of his Privy-Council, 
« the Head- Borough, Church-Iardens, and Orver- 
ce ſeers of the Poor, have turn'd this Den of 
«© Whores and Rogues, into a Charity-School, 
« My Wife (and I think the beſt of that Deno- 
** mination) 
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mination) as I obſerv'd to you before, ſeeing t 
minded her Preaching no more than the Parſon's; 
ſet her Mother on my Back, who brought 
a couple of Reverend Gray-Beards with her; 
who, I muſt ſay, ga ve me better Counſel than 
they could take themſelves, when at my Ycars; 
they told me, that Mu, 2 Houſes were meer 
Sinks of Sin, and a great deal to the fame Pur- 
poſe; that I thou d dance the Shoes off my 
Feet, and that my other Cloaths ſeem'd in a 
great forwardneſs to bear *em Company, Sc. To 
all which I reply q, that they were almoſt got 
to their Journcy's Ind; J was but juſt ſe tting 
out, and therefore, ſhow” d not deny my ſelf any 
Entertainment I may be accommodated with 
on the Road, that thou'd fall within the compals 
of m Travelling Expences : I told 'em farther, 
that I thought a grave Look ſuited the Face 
of Twenty Five, much worſe, than a Flaxen 
Tye Wigg, the Toothleſs Noddle of Seventy 
Seven; hearing me ſay ſo, they ſigh'd, ſhook 
their Heads and left me. 
<« I deſire to inform you, that tho' my favourite 
Fancy is wonderiully enamour'd with a Jeg or 
a Horn-Pipe, as before recited, yet I ſhun the 
Extreams of Gaming, Swearing, and exceſſive 
Drinking, Vices that too many among us, as 
well as others, are guilty of; I don't deny, 
but ſometimes I joyn the Gar Auk of the Pipe, 
when they'r inclin'd to moiſten their Clay, and 
Soak their Conſtitutions in a Batch of Alderman 
Parſons's Strong Beer, (the beſt in London) al- 
tho' he's an humble Gentleman, and perhaps 
_—_ to wear no other Title; yet let me tell 
tis Ten Thouſand Pities, that his Beer is 
— knighted. Now, as I hinted before, when 


we arc happily met, with every Man a double 
« Dabber 
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Dabber of his worſhipfal Bub, we then drink 
to the Memory of that worthy, tho' unfortu- 
nate Man, Sr. Walter Rawleigh, who, we are 
told, was che firſt that imported Sot- I need into 
Great- Britain : I fay, had it not been for him, 
many Hundreds of us had been at a Los for 
our Trade, and the Crown wou'd have loſt a 
valuable Branch of the Revenue; and then the 
Smoaking of Tobacco occaſions the Conſumption 
of ſtrong Beer, another Advantage accruing 
to the Publick; for when neighbourly aſſem- 
bled, we bouze about, and the Landlady ſcores 
'till the ſweats again. The Clock ſtrikes Nine, 
why then, Mr. good Husband is for going 
Home, Prithee ſays his Friend, ſtay half a 
quarter of an Hour, my Pipe 1s juſt out, and 
then I'll go with you; then he lights Vother half 
Pipe to bear him Company; this produces the 
other Pot, that Pot t'other Pipe; thus good 
Neighbourhood is kept up, our Trade main- 
tain d, and the Revenue conſiderably in- 
creaſed. 

cc Now as the Nation is indebted to the a- 
fore mention'd Gentleman, for bringing this 
Indian uſeful Plant among us; the Virtues of 
which I am a Stranger to, but one of my Shop- 
mates, whom we all believe to be a Scholar; 
ſays, tis of a medicinal Quality; and that the 
Apothecarics, when they have boil d it and 
{queez'd it, put it into one of their Pots, and 
give it a confounded cramp Name, which I've 
forgot, but I remember the Signification in 
humble Engliſh is, as much as to ſay, Ointment, 


or Oyl of Tobacco; but how apply'd, whether 


to a Green- Io und, or an Old-Sore he did not 
mention : Then it has its cheering Quality, as 


appears by a Story my Father told me, concern- 
6e ing 
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ing a Germany Foot Soldier, in the Service or 
the late Queen Ann, in Flanders, who taking 
his Mundungus Whiſp out of his all Forges, 
and putting a Chew of Ergliſh Tobacco in its 
Place; after which, ſipping half a Pint of Co- 
logn' c-OGin, mixt with Gun- Powder, and away 
ſtalks Minbeer, Sword in Hand, cutting down 
all before him, French, Swiſs and Spaniards, 
and was an Oyer-match for all that ſtood in his 
way, lave an Emnzlifþ Grenadier, juſt riſen from 
a Sr. Loyn of Beef and Plum- Pudding, who 
came very ſeaſhnably to prevent a great deal of 
Blood-ſhed. I need not mention the Benefit 
that the Publick receives by the Importation 
aad Exportation of Jobacco, as the King's Duty 
and Merchant's Draw- Backs the many Hands 
ic employs in working, and the Profits it aftords 
to ſuch Numbers of Perſons concern'd in the 
vending this uſeful Commodity; theſe are 
things too well known to be notic'd, but muſt 
repeat what I juſt mention'd before, viz. the 
many Hundreds employ'd in our Trade, in mak- 
ing Pipes, exported to our Plantations, as well 
as thoſe expended at Home; in which Maunu- 
ficture, our Wives and Children are ſet to 
Work: And when we and they are found dili— 
gent in our Calling, we can get a comfortable 
Subſiſtence. Then have we not good Reatbn to 
drink to the Memory of this Gentleman, our 
Friend and Benefactor? Add to this, the Uſe⸗ 
fullaeſs of this Plant to a Traveller, for, as I have 
been inform'd, a Man with a ſmall Srock of this 
Commodity, tho” not a Penny in his Pocket, may 
Travel from Edinburgh to Fobnay Great's Heuſe, 
and be accommodated with Neceffaries for the 
Journey; and 'tis ſaid, that a Whiſp of To- 
bacco goes as Current in the Highlands of Mary! 
* lan 
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land, as the Engliſh half Crowns in [Tolland ; 
waere, as one of our own Artificers who had 
work'd in that Country told me, he very fre- 
quently receiv d his Wages in that Specie. 
I doubt I have dwelt too long on the Sub- 
ject of Pipes and Tobacco, and therefore ſhall 
conclude with a moral Reflection, that I have 
heard, recited by the Shop-Mate of mine afore- 
ſpoken of, whom we all take to be a very wile, 
prudent Man, who at our requeſt, and for the 
Benefit of our Memory, has writ it down, which 
] ſhall only crave leave to repeat: A Tobacco- 
Pipe (fays he) is made of Clay, of Nature brit- 
tle, liable to a Variety of Accidents, of ſhort 
Continuance, ſooner or later broken and reduc'd 
to its primitive Original; an apt Emblem of our 
own Mortality ”. Soon as he had ended, he 


made his Obeiſance and ſat down. 


The next that came to relate the Circumſtances 


of his Life and Calling, was a Perſon well equipt, 
with good Linen, faſhionable Cloaths, a handſome 


Wigg, all beſpeaking him to be of the Family 


of the good Husbands. “ Mother faid he, Iam by 
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Profeſſion, a J/atch-\Mater, and by a care ſull dil- 
charge of my Duty, in that State of Lite,Provi- 
dence has plac d me in, have brought up a numer- 
ous Family; by, and with the Aſſiſtance of my 
Conſort, a virtuous, good Woman, by whole Help, 
together with my own Induſtry, we hve vgry com. 
fortably ; betwixt whom, there is à perfect 
Harmony, and an uninterrupted Scene of Love 
and our Marriage hitherto has been a continu'd 
Series of Quiet, Eaſe and Satisfaction, free from 


noiſie Brawls, and Family-Diſcords, the peſt of 


Matrimony: We ſometimes, reflecting on our 
Happinels, divert our ſelves with talking of 
3 taking 
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taking a Trip to Dunmonw, and challenge the 


Gammon of Bacon, due to thoſe that take their 
Oaths, that they never repented their Mar- 
riage within a Twelve Month and a Day. 
« The Children that Providence bleſt us with, 
we fed and cloath'd according to our Ability, 
and gave 'em an Education ſufficient to diſcharge 
the Buſineſs of Low-Life, for which Providence 
ſeem'd to deſign 'em; after which, the Boys 
aſſiſted me in my Calling, and the Girls being 
duly qualified for Service, were put out: Whillt 
they were at Home, and under our more im- 
mediate Care, we took them to Church, where 
our pious Miniſter inſtructed 'em in the Prin- 
ciples of the Chriſtian Religion, as receiv'd and 
taught by the Church of England: As to me 
and their Mother, they are all Obedience, loy- 
al to the King, iubmiſſive to their Governors, 
Teachers, Spiritual-Paſtors and Maſters ; ob- 
liging to Equals, civil and Condeſcending to 
Inferiours; all which ycild a pleaſing Satis- 
faction, and confirms me in the Opinion, that 
there is more ſolid Pleaſure in the Narrow-Paths 
of Virtue, than in the High-Road of Vice, 
which leads to Deſtruction. 
« As to my Calling, of which mention has been 
made, belonging to which, there is Sixteen or 
Seventeen ranches, ſome reckon mdre; the 
Part which I perform in this Calling, is diſtin- 
guiſh'd by the Denomination of Fngraver. I 
need not tell ye of the conſiderable Lmprove- 
ment made in our Calling; the Number ot Eng- 
liſh-Watches exported to Foreign Countries; 
the Eſtecm and Value, with which they are 
recciv'd in thoſe Countries, is a plain Pemon- 
ſtration, to what a Degree of Nicety, Exatt- 
neſs. and even Perfection, the Artificers in -t 
| c Calling 
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Calling are arriv'd to; the Conſideration of 
which, is ſufficient to recommend 'em to the 
Etteem of our own Country; and tho' the Perſians 
are proud, even to a Proverb, when they tell 
ye, That they enjoy both their Eyes; the Europe- 
ans one, and all the reſt of the World are blind; 
yet notwithſtanding their boaſted Skill in Arts, 
they are Strangers to ours, as well s ſome o- 
thers practis'd in England, and am perſuaded, 
that whenever theſe opiniated Foreigners view 
the curious Workmanthip of an Engliſb-Watch, 
they can only liſt up their Eyes, in admiring 
how the ſeveral Springs and Movements, per- 
form their reſpective Operations; L had not 
ſounded this Alarm in our own Praiſe, bur 
knowing that the Performances of Engliſh Ar- 
tificers are too much undervalu'd, even among 
our ſelves, the Thoughts of which oblige me 
to add, to what I have already faid, that our 
Knowledge and Experience in ſome Arts 
is inferior to none, and in ſome others, we, with- 
ont Vanity, may be allow'd to excel the whole 
World. 

« I have little more to trouble you with at pre- 
ſent, only give me leave to ſpeak a Word or 
two in relation to my Conduct in my younger 
Years; and here I wou'd be underſtood, not 
to boaſt in my own Strength, nor to reflect on 
any of my Brethren, that have unhappily fall'n 
into thoſe Miſtakes, that I hitherto have had 
the good Fortune to avoid. If what I ſhall fay 
on this Head, ſhall prove a Motive to any Per- 
ſon, (juſt ſetting out in the World) to regulate 
their Conduct by; I am more than recompens'd 
tor rehearſing the Hiſtory of my Life and 
Actions, an Abridgment of which, take as 


„follows: After the Expiration of my Time, 
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I had the Satisfaction to hear my Maſter ac- 
* quaint my Friends, that I had been a diligent 
faithful Servant. I continued with him ſome 
Time, and he gave me ſuitable Encouragement: 

I apply'd my ſelf to Buſineſs with the fame 
Degree of Diligence now, as I had done for 
my Maſter before: Twas not many Years after 

my Time was expir'd, but I had an Inclination 
to enter into the Marriage State, and Providence 
directed me to a very agreeable Partner, to ſhare 
all the good and bad Fortune, that chequers 
human Lite, whoſe Virtues I cannot ſufficiently 
commend ; our Family came on a-pace, and 
'twas many Years, ere we could get above the 
World; at length, by God's Bleſſing on our 
Joint-Endeavours, we got enough to put my 
Wife into ſeparate Buſineſs, which with my 
own, we are enabl'd to live very comtortably. 


I ſhall conclude what I have to ſay, with ob- 


ſerving, that in my younger Years, I carefully 
avoided idle profligate "Company, and aſſo- 
ciated my ſelf with my Betters, which always 
turn'd to my Advantage: The Trading Men of 
my Acquaiatance, wou 'd take as many Watches 
as I cou'd get Maſter of, and diſpoſe of em at 


Hom? to their Acquaintance, or carry, or fend 


'em a broad, which brought me very handſome 
returns: In thorr, I ask'd for nothing that they 
denied me, af in their Power to give; and as 
they were generous and obliging to me, ſo have 
they been kind and beneficent to my Family : 


There's a Gentleman of my former Acquain- 


tance, whoſe Merit, as well as Intereſt, has 
ltited him up to a confiderable Poſt in the Go- 
vernment, who, notwithſtanding, has vouchſafed 
to look down on my eldeſt Son, and has drawn 


him as near himſelf as poſſible; whole Conduct 
cc a8 
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© asTam told, ſeems to promiſe a future Promo- 
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tion: Soon as he had finiſh'd his Diſcourſe, he 
fat down. 


The next that came to relate his Story, was a 


brisk lively Fellow, tolerably dreſt, by Profeſſion 
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a Printer.“ Mother, faid he, I have work'd with 


ſeveral Maſters in the way of my Calling; have 
aſſiſted in printing Divinity, Hiſtory and Mathe- 
maticks; and *tis a matter of Indifferency to 
me, whether I print Novels, Plays, Romances; 
or a Call to the Unconverted; but above all, I 
wou'd cautiouſly forewarn my Brethren, whe- 
ther Compoſiters or Preſs-Men, not to meddle 
with Politicks. There was a Time, when Diſ- 
affection was more in Vogue than it is now: I 
work'd then with Mr. Pamphlet, who (the Devil 
work him) work'd me into a Premunire; we 
were then haunted with Meſſengers, more terrible 
than the "Thoughts of the Day of Judgment 
to a Ticket-Buyer, Night and Day. I own I 
had a pretty good thare of Heels, and conſe- 
quently ſtood as good a Chance to elcape em, 
as moſt cou'd pretend to; I con'd throw m 

ſelf out of a Window, as artfully, as a 'Tavern- 
Bilker, play at Bo-Pecp behind a Chimney, or 
run on the Ridge of a Houle, with moſt of the 
Theatrical Harlequins: I own, I was not will- 
ing to be taken, and more unwilling to be hang'd; 
for tho' I have commenc'd Cuz, and the better 
Cuz tor that, you'l ſay; altho' the Ceremon 

was perſorm'd with the utmoſt Magnificence 
ſulting the Bignity of my Character; yet, 
when the Shew was over, I ound in reality, I 
was no better than a ſourneyman- Printer; and 
I conſider'd with my ſeli, that my Sheep's-Head, 
cou'd add no Reputacion, nay, on the other 
”y Hend, 
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e Hand, wou'd look very ſcandalous on any Gate 
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belonging to this ancient opulent City; and 
thou'd they put my Noddle on Temple-Bar, or 
Weftminſ/ter-Hall; as I was no Lawyer, Gen- 
tleman, nor Officer of the Army, it wou'd 
make but a very contemptible Figure; and as 
they, if living, wou'd take me for a Qucer- 
Buff, or a Rum-Duke at beſt; fo, ſince they 
are dead, I'm not ambitious of their Company, 
but deſign to keep my Head on my Shoulders 
as long as poſſible, in hopes (tho? J ſhan't live 
to ſee it) to have it buried with my Body; and 
whilſt I'm in this Lower-World, hope it will 
be in my Power always to enjoy my Friend; 
my Tankard of Two-Penny, and a Diſh of 
Rump-Steaks every Saturday in the Year; let 
me have this ( I have done with Politicks) and 
I ſcarce know how to wiſh for more. 

& It may be expected, that I ſhould fay ſome- 
thing concerning iny Calling, the Antiquity of 
which I can't boaſt, when compar'd with ſome 
others; but that Deficiency is more abundantly 
ſapply'd in the Uſefullneſs of it: As, /mprimis, if 
a Woman is under-tallied, and has got too 
little of a Husband, and, for Reaſons beſt 
known to her ſelf, ſhou'd think well of admit- 
ting a Gallant, to ſupply the DefeGts of an im- 
potent Spouſe, and ſhou'd ſupport and maintain 
her Spark, at the Expence of her Husband, allow- 
ing him good Cloaths, a clean Shirt every Day 
in the Week, whilſt he poor Man is neglected, 
and grudg'd one on Sundays; after this, pers 
haps, ſhe in her great Wiſdom thinks fit and 
convenient to elope, after having plunder'd 
him of all ſhe cou'd lay her Hands on; why 
then, tis but applying to the Printer, and ſtreight 
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the Words, Dray and Carr. At the ſame Time, 
ou may ſee a Water - man and a Hackney Coach- 
* go to Logger-Heads, occaſion'd by their 
different Schemes, for the ſpeedy levying an 
Army to dethrone the Czarina of Muſcovy ; 
and are not theſe curious Politicians oblig'd to 
our Publick News-Papers for their refin'd 
Notions of Things? Shou'd you ask 'em the 
Queſtion, they wou'd certainly anſwer in the 
Affirmative. And then there's a graver fort of 
Politicians, whoſe Fighting Days are over, hav- 
ing done with knock-ye-down Arguments, ſhall 
fit at an Ale-Houſe, Morning and Evening- 
Prayer-Tire, every Sunday in the Year, por- 
ing over a Weekly-Journal; and ſhou'd you ask 
'em why they were'nt at Church, wou'd very 


readily reply, they cou'd ediſie more at -Home; 
_ Miſt was an ingenious Fellow; and that 


knew more than the Parſon cou'd tell 
'em. Now I fay, who are they beholden to 
for theſe Things? Certainly, to our Fraternity, 
who print their Intelligence, by means of winch, 


they arrive to ſuch a Degree of Knowledge; 


W. hoot which, their Underſtanding -wou'd be 
re clouded with grols Tenorance, and they 
wou'd know as little of Polit icks, as the Negros 
at Angola, or Callabar do, of the Syſtem of the 
Chriſtian Religion. After he had tu his 
Speech, he ſat down in his Place. 


Soon as the Printer was ſeated, there ſtood up; 


or rather was ſupported between two, a poor de- 
crepid Wretch, an Objett ſo moving, might melt the 
moſt Obdurate, and Uncharitable, into Pity and 
Compaſſion; his Habit femblable to his Alpett, 
very mean; a Hat which cover'd his Wigg, a 
meer Stall-Piece, neither of which was worth 
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a what do you a5k for em? in Rag-Fair; a Shirt 
dirty . and ragged; a blew ragged Frock, whicn 
cover'd a Lhread-bare grealy Buttonleſs-Coat; 


ar Sixty Years of Age.“ Oh! dear Mother, 
{aid he, I'm come to enter my Complaint; you 
preceive by my Habit, and the Steel that graces 
my Rump, what Profeſſion I own; and ſince 
I'm come to Confeſſion, whilſt on the Stool of 
Repentance, ſhall (as the reſt of my Brethren 
have done before) freely own all the Crimes 
that I have been guilty of; that others, ſeeing 
my Failings, may carefully ſhun thoſe Miſtakes, 
that have ruin'd and undone me. 
« J ſerv'd my Apprentice-thip, but was my 
Maſter living, and you ſhou'd ask him after what 
manner, the Relation wou'd not redound to my 
Credit. After my Time was expir'd, my Father 
gave me a Stock of Money to ſet up my Call- 
ing very reputably; and tho' I married a Wife 
with a Brace of Hundreds, and as much good 
Huraour, as moſt of the Sex can lay Claim to; 
yet all this avail'd nothing: I ſpent her For- 
tune with my own, in idle, extravagant, vici- 
ous Company, whilft a Fellow Servant of mine, 
that had not a Groat to ſet up his Calling, by 
Induſtry and Diligence, and keeping good Com- 
pany, ſoon got the Start of me, ſet up his Trade, 
till thriving by degrees, he is now poſſeſs d of an 
Eftate, and lives like a Gentleman; whilſt I, if 
able, wou'd gladly work as a Joyrney-man. 
c T took tother Road, and made greater 
haſte to be poor, than he to be rich. I in my 
younger Years, was proud to be thought much 
of a Man; the Thoughts of which prevail'd 
with me to frequent the Ring in Moor-fields, 
and both the Bear-Gardens,where I have dealt and 
receiv'd many a 7 Knock; by one of mk 
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a J loſt my left Eye, now cover'd with this black 
„ Patch* I have try'd as good Men as Frazier, 
© or the Barge-Man of late Years, I inſtructed 
„Gentlemen in the Moor-Fields Science of De- 
* fence, as how to traverſe, how to falſifye, 
* how to advance, and break the Head of a West- 
* Country-Barge-man, tho', tis generally agreed, 
4 they have confounded thick Skulls. My Ex- 
* perience in this Science, has coſt me dear, I 
* ave bzen cut, carbonad'd, kick'd, bruis'd 
ce and batter d, worſe than a Low-Country Sol- 
« dier, or a Shrove-Tueſday Coch; the Marks of 
cc which, I ſhall carry to my Grave. 
„% My Wife, (who, ſome ill natur'd-People ſay, 
& broke her Heart,) her Bones reſt now in the 
© Grave; I muſt needs own, they had little Reſt 
& before they got into their Winter-Quarters ; 
J have been a fad Dog, and us'd to fee! for 
c her moſt confoundedly : She's long ſince dead, 
< leaving me a Son and two Daughters, now 
« grown to Maturity; who take as little Notice 
4 of me now, as I did of them in their younger, 
“ helpleſs Age: My Son, a Graceleſs Dog, I 
te taught him to ſwear, to kill, dreſs, and cut 
“ out; in all which he equals, if not excells 
« moſt of the Profeſſion; nay 1 further taught 
“ the Rogue, to ring the Changes on Cleavers 
& and Marrow-Bones; to qualify him to uſher 
« jn a Cavalcade, or the Entry of a publick Am- 
ce baſſador: My two Daughters, after they had 
ce been inſtructed in the Rudiments of Mbitting- 
« ton S-College, being recommended to that Aca- 
« demy by one of his Majeſty's Juſtices of the 
* Peace for the County of Mzddle/ex, were di- 
„ rected to travel to the Plantations; and I 
* was very much concern'd, when J parted with 
; „em, 
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c dem, tho' with ſhame I may fpeak it, not 


« touch'd to that Degree of Sorrow, as when 1 
ce parted with my dear Jewel, a fallow-colour'd 
« Ruli-Bitch ; ok! ſhe was as fine a Creature, 
& as ever run at the Bull's Noſe; ſhe'd run as 
ee fair, as near the Mark, as many let goes, and 
pin'd the Bull as often, as any Creature as 
ever run at Preſton's, or Wells Theatre; but 
oh! by a fatal Fall, in which ſhe was hip'd, 
and hurt her Loyns, ſoon after ſhe ex- 
pir'd; I was much concern'd at her Death, 
but cou'd not make it known to the World; 
© (the Captain being out of 'Town) I cou'd not 
© raiſe the Ready, to purchale a Suit of Mourn- 
© ing; theſe were the Follies of a miſguided 
« Wretch, that has long wandered in the Paths 
© of Vice: And as I have: painted my Life and 
« Actions, and ſet them to publick View in their 
« proper Colours; may all that ſee my De- 
cc formities, learn from thence to correct their 
« own ”. Which Words being ended, he de- 
ſir'd to fit down, which by the help of his 
two Friends that ſupported him, was ob- 
tain'd. 


After which, Mother ART fitting up, told 
her Children, © Twas now late, and her Ill- 
ce neſs continuing, deſir d that they wou'd de- 
« part to their reſpective Habitations; that 
what they had related, purſuant to her Pro- 
c miſe, ſhou'd be committed to the Preſs; 
« which if it met with a kind Reception from 
the Publick; as there were many more a- 
mong em, whole Lives and Actions pro- 
mis'd a Variety of Entertainment, to the 
* thinking part of Mankind, ſo they might we”
